No one can foretell where v iolence may 
eru pt nex t in ou r disordered world 
There is no peace on earth this Christmas. 
There has been no peace on earth any 
C hristm as—not m any literal .sense. 
At best there has oeen only a lu ll in war- 
making , the kind of a lu ll that is cu rrent 
this y ear-end 
There is no su spension of g rim watchfu l­ 
ness ov er nu clear w arheads that cou ld de­ 
stroy millions of liv es and make g reat areas 
of the earth u nsafe for fu tu re habitation. 
There is no peace this Christmas for crews 
of missile-firing su bm arines on endless pa­ 
trol, for sentries g u arding u neasy frontiers, 
for hu ndreds of thou sands of men of all na­ 
tionalities who dcre not risk relax ation of 
v ig ilance lest they be slau g htered.

W’ho can deny there is more g ood will 
toward men today than before, not only in 
totality bu t relativ e to the world’s increas­ 
ing popu lation? 


THE GREAT TRUTH of ou r centu ry is 


that the masses of mankind are learning 
to think of one another with tolerance and 
compassion — that they ming le withou t ran­ 


cor and bitterness — that they are pitted 
ag ainst one another not by their natu re bu t 


by the cru el desig ns of political leadership. 


Wherev er this leadership has fou nd it ad­ 
v antag eou s to look for common g rou nds of 


u nderstanding and cooperation, instead, there 
has been prog ress. Only in those places 


where old wou nds hav e been kept open and 
new hu rts inflicted are men bent on mu tu al 
destru ction 


There is no peace on earth. Bu t there is 
an ex panding peace in the minds of men as 


they learn to know one another. There is a 
g rowing force of g ood will. There is a spread­ 


ing impatience with politicians who make ca­ 
reers of pitting people ag ainst each other for 
selfish reasons 


THE PEACE men seek mu st be fou nd first 
in their minds When enou g h is fou nd, there 
can be peace on earth. 


Was not that the Christian promise0 


Is not that the way the promise can be 
kept — by ev olu tion of an attitu de that 
beg an nearly 2,000 y ears ag o bu t is only be­ 
g inning now to make its impact felt in a 
world that has kown little else bu t war on 
earth, bad will toward men? 


It Seemed Like a Better Idea 


Year-end adjou rnm ent of the United Na­ 
tions General Assembly is hardly an occa­ 
sion 
for bell-ring ing and whistle-blowing . 
It's an old rou tine 
Bu t it is an occasion for appraising what 
was done abou t what needed to be done in 
a controv ersial ag ency . 


What needed to be done was to keep U N. 
m em bers from tearing ou t one another's 
throats. Bey ond that, what needed to be done 


was to keep brig ht before the ey es *>f the 
world th ideal of nonv iolence in settlement 
#f international problems. 


It is u nav oidable that each threat of v io­ 
lence a nd each ou tbreak of v iolence shou ld 
be taken a s ev idence of U.N. failu re There 
is still a g nawing distru st of collectiv e se­ 
cu rity . The United Nations has not chang ed 
the natu re of man nor has it done away 
with the concept of a world in which indi­ 
v idu al nations can do as they please, be it 
g ood or bad. 


YET WHEN CONGRESS adjou rns each 
y ear with mu ch of its work u ndone, most 
of its dream s shattered, tripped u p and hog - 
tied by obstru ctionists and mu ddlers, the 
American people don’t sniff at it as a failu re 
and demand that the 50 states g o it alone 


When a police force has been u nable to 
atop all crime in its ju risdiction, no one de­ 
mands that it throw in the spong e becau se 
no police force at all wou ld be better than 
one that falls short of perfection. 
For the most part, the American people

choosing u p sides for another war, 


THOSE WHO dismiss the United Nations 
as a failu re, ev en as a mockery 1 
becau se 
it hasn’t reliev ed them of anx iety nev er 
think of the alternativ e, which wou ld be re­ 
v ersion to an ou tworn order in which g ov ­ 
ernm ents felt free time to seize any terri­ 
tory or ethnic g rou p that took their fancy . 
There were no debates, no inspections, no 
v otes of censu re afterward — ju st u nre­ 
strained v iolence. 
After two world wars in which the United 
States felt called on to y ield its manpower 
and treasu re in fantastic qu antities to sway 
the ou tcome, it seemed like a better idea 
to set u p the United Nations, in the hope 
of av oiding a third world war. this one with 
nu clear weapons. 
Its entire cost so far to this cou ntry may 
hav e been abou t the cost of carry ing on 
one fortnig ht of World War II. 
The United Nations has not been a thu mp­ 
ing su cce;s Bu t as its deleg ates scatter for 
another y ear-end recess, the United Nations 
has not been a dismal failu re And it con­ 
tinu es to be an integ ral part of U.S. for­ 
eig n policy .

hav e not asked, and by its sacred 
g arru lou sness smothers the qu es­ 
tions we mu st ask or die. 
"For the tru th is that ou r world 
is both hu ng ry for faith and sick 
of it. To many , faith still smells 
of su perstition, of the Dark Ag es, 
of a su rrender not commendable 
in a 
matu re 
mind. Mu ltitu des 
hav e fou nd it easy to su bstitu te 
many thing s for relig iou s fa ith - 
all the way from the distractions 
of TV to a the principles of 
science.”

able. it is small wonder that lay ­ 
men are confu sed. 
Dr. Miller’s thesis continu es: 
“ Now faith is not believ ing that 
God is arou nd the corner wait-, 
ing to g iv -e u s a special reward. 
Faith faces ev ery thing that make* 
the world u ncomfortable— . . . . 
At the v ery point where atheism 
seems most reasonable, perhaps 
inev itable, faith affirms the real­ 
ity of God.” 


WERE IT NOT for the faith of 
the relig iou s leaders who hav e 
preserv ed the Christian traditions 
down throu g h the y ears, we wou ld 
not be celebrating Christmas in 
1962. 
From the dawn of history there 
hav e been w ars and ru mors of 
wars. It was so in Christ’s time, 
ju st as it is today . 
Two thou sand y ears ag o the 
world echoed 
to the 
sou nd of 
marching feet and the rattle of 
sabers as Caesar’s leg ions ru led 
the earth. 
Still, abov e the sou nd of m arch­ 
ing feet and their g nawing dou bts 
and anx ieties, men of g ood will 
continu e to hope, to pray and to 
work for Deace on earth.

THE MUSIC in Mr. Klau s’ v oice 
had little to do with the fact that 
he is a v ery su ccessfu l cam paig n­ 
er and was easily reelected a 
member 
of 
Parliam ent 
from 
Salzbu rg . 


Klau s, a “ sou nd-money ” man, 
beg an by ou tlining the tax cu ts. 
The first had come in 1954. Al­ 
thou g h the tax es were cu t. the 
g ov ernmen* income rose 12.4 per 
cent that y ear, he told me. 


That was becau se the people 
had more money to spend, the 
economy was spu rred. There was 
more produ ction to meet more 
pu rchasing demand. More people 
g ot jobs. More families and more 
bu sinessmen paid tax es And ev en 
at the new lower tax rate the g ov ­ 
ernment took in more money . On­ 
ly then cou ld it spend more. 
The 
Gross 
National 
Produ ct 
(GP) in 
the y ear following 
the 
tax cu t hiked u p 14.7 per cent 
The nex t tax cu t cam e in ’55. 
Within a y ear federal rev enu es 
went u p 8.7 per cent and the GNP 
ju mped 10.1 per cent 


Ag ain in ’58. the tax es on per­ 
sonal 
incomes 
were decreased. 
The g ov ernment’s income went 
u p 6.8 per cent. GNP — u p 6.2 
per cent. 


THE MOST RECENT tax cu t 
became effectiv e Ju ly 1 of this 
y ear. 
Klau s estim ated that his 
departm ent's income wou ld shoot 
u p bv 10.7 per cent while GNP 
wou ld g ain by 6 4 per cent du ring 
the ensu ing y ear 
“ So y ou see.” Klau s said to 
"Au stria 
has 
su ccessfu lly 


u sed tax redu ction prog ram s as 
an effectiv e instru ment not only 
for increasing g ov ernmental in­ 
come bu t actu ally to pu t more 
life into the economic u pswing . 
“The entire free world can look 
u pon modern Au stria as a perfect 
confirmation that the capitalistic 
sy stem is the real fu tu re.” 
That, in effect, was the mess­ 
ag e Klau s carried into the recent 
campaig n which ended on Nov . 
18 with a v ictory of his conserv ­ 
ativ e Peoples’ party ov er 
t h e 
strong Socialist party . 


AND OF COURSE ov er 
the 
Commu nist party , which lost com­ 
pletely , ev en in the working class 
districts on 
which the Sov iet’s 
party concentrated 
“ 1 carried the messag e of the 
need and the u rg ency for nation­ 
al financial stability ,” said Klau s, 
“ from one end of Au stria to the 
other, from one seg ment of the 
Au strian pu blic to the other. 
“ Workers hav e come into mv 


office and said they want tax 
cu ts, 
not hig her wag es. 
We'v e 
done well on a v olu ntary wag e- 
price freeze. I campaig ned on the 
platform, therefore, that I wou ld 
be defeated 
than 
abandon 
the 
principles of financial stability . 
“ It was obv iou s that the av er­ 
ag e Au strian, whether a farm er, 
worker or bu sinessman, realized 
that the fu ndamental need for the 
modern Au stria is the u pholding 
of cu rrency stability throu g h int­ 
ellig ent fiscal and monetry pol­ 
icies.” 
Klau s told me that his g ov ern­ 
ment had reached the point where 
it cou ld not g o in for more spend­ 
ing prog rams withou t g reater fed­ 
eral income. 
When it decided to cu t tax es it 
realized that it wou ld also need 
workers and factories — or the 
g ov ernment wou ld take in less 
money , not more. Both labor and 
manag ement came throu g h. 
It happened there. It can hap­ 
pen at home.

Myriad Chores 
Keep Women 
'On the Go'

The calm, friendly voice that is 
heard on the telephone answering 
"Salem Senior High School” doei 
not always reflect the situation in 
the principal’s office at the time. 
In fact, the office is rarely a 
place of peace and quiet for the 
two secretaries, Mrs. E rla Yates 
and Mrs. Donna Durham. 


Most people probably don’t rea­ 
lize the tribulations of the mod­ 
em school secretary - a fact pro­ 
ven by the statem ent of one tea­ 
cher in his description of the job 
seven years ago to Mrs. Durham 
before she took the position. 


He stated that if she took the 
job she "would have to answer 
the phone, send a few notes and 
answer a few questions.” 


BASICALLY TRUE, this obser­ 
vation could be term ed a gross 
understatem ent. Performing reg­ 
ular secretarial duties is the least 
of her worries. This human robot 
must be alert and orderly 
and 
must possess the memory of an 
elephant ancf the patience of Job. 
She must be ready at all times 
to serve her employer, 44 teach­ 
ers and school employes, 
stud­ 
ents, parents and the general pub­ 
lic.

Some of the routine daily tasks 
under the guidance of the women 
include receiving telephone calls 
and leaving memos for teachers 
and students, distributing 
mail, 
serving as traffic director for the 
students who stream in and out 
of the office on various errands, 
talking to salesmen, signing hall 
passes, printing daily announce- 
mets and taking care of the dai-- 
ly absence lists.

on the way home from school. 
Or to remind Johnny that he 
has a dental appointment that af­ 
ternoon. The latter parent usually 
adds that she has reminded him 
before he left for school but "we 
have to make sure that he does­ 
n’t forget.” 


OTHER 
TELEPHONE CALL- 
ers include persons calling anoth­ 
er number in the school system 
who are too busy to check the 
phone book past the high school ; 
number. They become irritated 


the secretaries are not able to 
connect them with 
the 
proper 
party. 
The secretary’s work does not 
end with the termination 
of the 
school year. In the sum m er, sch­ 
edules for all 700 students must 
be made up, sum m er school re­ 
gistration is conducted and books 
are ordered for classes. 
It is no small wonder that when 
the secretaries were asked recent­ 
ly to submit, to the Board of Ed­ 
ucation a list of their duties, the 
women discovered that a total of 
12 pages was needed to 
cover 
them entirely! 


Dear Heloise: I’ve got five kids 
and they all wear tennis shoes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Incor­ 
p orating the family farm m ay be 
a wise move for m any farm ers, 
the Agriculture Dep artm ent say s. 
A farm er, like any other busi­ 
nessman. can organize his op era­ 
tion several way s. He can run it 
himself, he can m anage it with a 
p artner or he can incorp orate. 
The dep artm ent said in a rep ort 
that 
sole p rop ietorship is diffi­ 
cult to transfer from one genera­ 
tion to another. When there is 
! more than one heir, 
the farm 
business must often be sold after 
the death of the owner in order to 
divide the estate among survivors. 
“The chief value of incorp ora­ 
tion,” the dep artm ent states, “ is 
¡in making it p ossible for farm 
families to share equally in an 
estate without dividing or selling 
the farm. By giving his family 
shares of stock, the farm er can 
j p ass the op eration intact to a son 
who wants to stay on the land 
j while giving other heirs a fair 
share of the income from the 
farm .”
